Diseases Cropping Up 


ATLANTA (U PI) — The onetim e childhood scourges 
of polio, mumps, m easles, rubella, diphtheria, lockjaw 
and whooping cough are becoming threats again because 
of public apathy toward immunization. 
Officials of the National Center for D isease Control 
say som e of the diseases already are on the rise in some 
com munities. 
"This is a cause for concern and if we don’t do a good 
job in reversing som e of these trends, we are1 going to 
have some problem s," said Dr. John Witte, director of 
the CDC’s immunology division. 
Witte said the im m unization levels am ong preschool- 
age children have been dropping a t an alarm ing rate 
during the past few years, particularly polio. The 
immunization level against polio fell from, a high, of 84'. 1 
per cent in 1963 to a low’ of 60.4 per cent last year, Witte 
said. 
Fortunately, he said, there have been fewer cases of 
polio this year than in any year in the CDC’s history 
despite the low’ level of imm unization. T here have been 
only five polio cases reported this year, com pared to 
seven in 1973. 
The im munization level against m easles currently is 
61.2 per cent, with rubella 55.6 per cent, m um ps 34.77 
per cent, and diphtheria, pertussis and tetanus 72.6 per 
cent, all down from 
last year, according to Don 
Stenhouse, a public health advisor in the immunology 
division. 
The reasons for the drop, said Stenhouse, are that 
many young parents don’t rem em ber the one-time 
terror of these diseases and many doctors, because 
there a re so few cases, are concentrating on cure rather 
than prevention. 
Vaccines are available that will give alm ost 100 per 
cent protection against all of these diseases, and the 
CDC has becom e the coordinating office for a m assive 
national effort to bring im m unization levels up to 85-90 
per cent. 
Stenhouse said the cam paign will concentrate on 
public and private health care providers and parents. 
He said older children get the vaccines in public schools 
where they a re required by law in most states, and a 
large part of the population, particularly men, received 
the vaccines through m ilitary service. Adult women, 
however, a r e a large under-im m unized group, he said.

Congress To Get Plan 


For Railway System 


By C H AR LOTTE MOULTON 
WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
Supreme Court. Monday upheld, 
plans 
to 
replace 
bankrupt 
northeastern railroads with a 
new rail network backed by 
Congress. 
The 7-2 ruling means that in 
April the U.S. Railway Associa­ 
tion 
will .present 
its 
final 
system plan to Congress. 
If Congress 
approves, 
the 
Consolidated 
Railway 
Corp., 
known as CONRAIL, will begin 
operating the network as a 
semi-public system. 
Creditors 
of some of the 
ailing rail lines protested that 
their property is being taken 
without just compensation. 


The 
m ajority 
opinion 
by 
Justice William J. Brennan Jr. 
rejected that claim , ruling that 
the creditors, who will get stock 
in the new system , can go to 
the U.S. Court of Claims to get 
cash from the government if 
the stock turns out not to be 
high 
enough 
in 
value 
to 
com pensate them for railroad 
equipment and property they 
are giving up. 


The m ajor bankrupt is the 
Penn Central, and it will be the 
core of the new 17-state system. 
The system is intended to 
becom.e profitable eventually, 
to repay money advanced by 
the governm ent and to become 


once again a private operation. 
Justice William O. Douglas 
dissented, saying leg islato rs 
were engaging in “a lawless 
m aneuver of gigantic propor­ 
tions. ’ 
More legal battles are virtu­ 
ally inevitable when a special 
three-judge court created under 
a 1973 law sets about ordering 
transfer of railroad properties 
to CONRAIL. 
In additon to Penn Central, 
the railroads involved are the

Arbor and Lehigh and Hudson. 
The Erie Lackawanna and the 
Boston and Maine chose to stay 
out of the system .

In a speech prepared for the 
Agriculture D epartm ent’s annu­ 
al Outlook Conference, Hurt 
avoided 
any 
specific 
price 
forecast for 1975, although his 
comments 
indicated 
easing 
price pressures. 
“ Pressures 
of 
the 
energy 
crisis and aggressive buying by 
Middle East countries should be 
much less ... (and) we would 
expect a, sm all increase in cane 
sugar production and a substan­ 
tial 
increase 
in 
beet sugar 
production,” Hurt said. 
He 
added 
that 
while 
the 
supply and dem and situation 
will be “somewhat improved 
next year, there will still be a 
rather tight world situation for 
sugar.” 
Hurt said processing firm s 
have not rushed to build new 
mills because of the high cost 
of construction and the memory 
of 
depressed 
world 
prices 
during the past decade. He did 
say 
some 
new 
mills 
are 
planned 
in 
the 
Philippines, 
Nigeria, 
Panam a, 
Tanzania, 
Honduras, 
Ivory 
Coast, 
In­ 
donesia, 
Sw aziland, 
South 
Africa, El Salvador, Morocco 
and Portugal. 
But all these projects will add 
only about 2 million tons to 
processing capacity compared 
with a 
1974-75 crop of 80.9 
million tons. More plants will 
be needed to keep pace with 
demand. Hurt said.

grate all 260 of the city ’s school 
by next September. 
U.S. District Court Judge W. 
Arthur Garrity had ordered the 
plan 
presented 
to 
him 
by 
Monday. 
When the 
deadline 
was not m et, he im m ediately 
summoned the five comm ittee 
m em bers to appear before him 
“ in person” Wednesday to face 
possible contempt citations. 
The defeated 300-page plan, 
drawn up by the city School 
Departm ent, was later turned 
over to Garrity by the school 
attorney .David O. Mirick, de­ 
spite the com m ittee’s objec­ 
tions. 
The “ Phase Two” plan would 
involve the busing of 31,000 
students for distances of up to 
seven 
miles 
when 
schools 
reopen next fall. Some 17,000 
pupils 
are 
currently 
being 
bused to 80 schools under a 
tem porary desegregation order 
handed down by Garrity last 
sum m er. r 


The current busing program 
has sparked repeated violence 
and mass demonstrations by 
both probusing and anti busing 
forces, and South Boston High 
School has been dosed in the 
wake of a stabbing and protest 
last week. 


School Committee Chairman 
John J. K errigan, who headed 
the 
three-m em ber 
m ajority 
voting against approval of the 
city wide busing plan, said, “ I 
cannot in good conscience add 
to that bloodshed, add to that 
racial hatred.” 


Kerrigan 
was 
joined 
by 
m em bers John J. Me Donough 
and Paul J. Ellison. Paul R. 
Tierney and Kathleen Sullivan 
voted to approve the plan. 


In addition to integrating city 
schools, the document would for 
the 
first 
time 
have 
given 
parents the right to choode the 
type of teaching styles and 
classroom settings their chil­ 
dren will have.

room with a single teacher and

‘More Bruising9 Than Campaigns

WASHINGTON (UPI) - By 
the end of this week. Congress 
will have placed Nelson 
A. 
Rockefeller within a heartbeat 
of the presidency —closer than 
he ever got through the ballot 
box. 


Rockefeller himself described 
the four months of investigation 
and 
questioning 
as 
“more 
bruising” than any campaign 
he 
has 
ever 
engaged 
in, 
including 
his 
unsuccessful 
drives for the GOP presidential 
nomination in 1%0, 1964 and 
1968. He maneuvered himself 
skillfully and 
Rockefeller 
is 
virtually assured of confirma­ 
tion as vice president when the 
House votes later this week. 


The investigation showed that 
the form er New York governor 
had* 


—Revealed, for the first time, 
his own vast wealth and that of 
his family, estimated at well 
over a billion dollars. 
—Provided $2.5 
million 
in 
gifts and loans to close political 
associates 
and 
government 
officials; 
—Approved the publication of 
an 'unfriendly book, on his 1970 
gubernatorial opponent, Arthur 
Goldberg, 
financed 
by 
his 
brother Laurance; 
—Explained how he and his 
family spent $20 million on his 
political career. 
Most of the criticism was 
simply that Rockefeller is a 
very rich m an whose invest­ 
ments include the cream of 
American business, 
“This great merger of wealth 
and power is more than this 
Congress should tolerate,” Rep. 
John Conyers, D-Mich., told the

New Hassle Over States 
Use Of 2,4,5- TDefoliant 


BEDFORD, Ind. (UPI) - U 
S. Forest Service officials and 
conservationists 
are 
having 
another go-around on the use ol 
a controversial plant killer in 
southern Indiana which was 
banned, from Vietnam fighting 
as unsafe. 
The plant killer is known as 
2.4.5-T. When it was used as a 
plant 
defoliant 
in 
southeast 
Asia during the Vietnam war, it 
was blamed for birth defects in 
humans and animals, animal 
cancers and wildlife kills. It 
had been used in southeast Asia 
to help clear jungle areas so 
that U. S. troops could, find Viet 
Cong hideouts. 
In the Hoosier national forest, 
the herbicide is being used to 
prevent undesirable trees from 
growing in nearly 500 acres of 
the .200','000-acre forest. 
The Sassafras and the Knob 
and 
Valley chapters of 
the 
National Audubon .Society are 
again asking for 
review 
of 
forestry policy that allows use 
of the spray in the state. They 
claim scientists are not sure of 
the undesirable side effects of 
2.4.5-T or what parts of it are 
harmful. 
Donald S. Gi.rto.ii, supervisor 
of the forest at Bedford, says 
the chemical has been used in 
Indiana and in other forests for 


at. least 10 years, but in very 
sm all 
doses. 
He 
said 
the 
forestry service does not fear 
the 
sam e 
bad 
effects 
ex­ 
perienced during its m ilitary 
use in Vietnam. 


Girton explained that forest 
officials have noticed no un­ 
desirable side effects and added 
(quote) “ it is safer than many 
other products we could use.” 


Girton 
also 
countered 
a 
conservationist contention that 
the 2,4,5-T is m ilitary surplus 
that is being used to justify its 
expense. Girton says the spray 
being used in the forest system 
is not surplus and was bought 
on the open m arket. He further 
contends that the harmful parts 
of the spray used in Vietnam 
were from im purities that have 


been removed from the 2,4,5-T 
used by the forestry service. 


Girton also said some of the 
Vietnam 
troubles 
with 
the 
chemical 
probably 
resulted 
from the way it. was applied— 
by airplanes broadcasting large 
am ounts of it indiscriminately 
over forests. In contrast, he 
said only a half-cup of the 
chemical is applied at a time 
in Indiana, using a, hand-held 
sprayer directly at the base of 
an unwanted tree, but never 
within 30 feet, of open w ater or 
on a slope 


Girton said the spray is use 
to keep about 
100 acres in 
scattered plots clear of trees so 
that, anim als could graze. It is 
also used 
lo help 
maintain 
electric utility line paths.

The HOOSIER DAY

We must re-exam ine the 
educational priorities in Indiana 
to place more emphasis on 
career training 
rather than 
generalities. 
For years, our thinking, and 
that of high school counselors 
have been directed at providing 
a college preparatory course for 
all students. Americans have 
assumed only those with college 
degrees are truly educated, with 
vocational 
and 
technical 
education producing second 
class education, destined for 
lower lifetime earning capacity. 
Financial aids have made it 
possible for most to enter 
college, regardless of ability. 
All of this has been done despite 
the fact that less than half of all 
Indiana high school graduates 
will ever enter college, and less 
than 20 percent will continue to 
graduation. 
Meanwhile, our job picture in 
changing. Only 17 percent of 
those entering the labor force 
today need a college degree as a 
prerequisite to employment. 
The U. S. Office of Education 
estimates that four out of five 
new jobs created in the 1970's 
will require vocational or 
technical training rather than a 
college education. 
For every scientist 
and 
engineer required to develop 
new products and techniques, 
over a dozen technicians and 
craftsmen are needed to build, 
test, market and repair the 
product. The majority of these 
employes will start at as high 
salaries as jobs for college 
graduates 
and 
com pare 
favorably in term s of ad­ 
vancement and salary portntail. 


It is a changing conomy. 
Nearly 
60 per cent of all 
products made in the 1970’s had 
not been invented in 1969. Just 26 
years from now by the year 
2,000, 
two-thirds 
of 
the 
kingergarten children of today 
will fill jobs which haven’t been 
invented yet. Today, there are 
some 30,000 categories of 
marketable skills in use by the 
labor force. In just six short 
years, another 9,000 categories 
will be developed. 


The new direction of training 
does not mean we should en­ 
courage high school drop-outs, 
but re-examing the emphasis 
and 
tax 
money 
spent 
on 
technical 
and 
vocational 
training as compared to support 
of 
higher 
educational 
in­ 
stitutions. Surprisingly , 2 out of 
every 5 Americans 25 years and 
older have not finished formal 
high school education in this 
land of 'educational opportunity. 
In this period of rising unem­ 


ployment. the high school drop 
out is the first to go. 
Most em ployers consider 
drop-outs as persons who have 
already succum bed to one 
defeat. They would rather hire a 
kid who struggles through 
school , even when he is near the 
bottom of the class. All too 
many 
prefer 
to hire 
more 
mature employes, at least over 
21 years of age. Average high 
school graduating age is under 
18 years old, meaning at least 
three more years to wait around 
for a job. 
The business community is 
taking a more active part in 
training of future employes, and 
should become even more in­ 
volved. Congress 'passed the 
1968 Cooperative Education Act 
to provide funds for marriage of 
the business and educational 
communities. This fall, some 
800 institutions are providing off 
campus work in career related 
jobs for some 190,000 college 
students. The project is funded 
by some $10.75 million Federal 
appropriations. 
Some 500 more institutions 
are sought to increase to half a 
million participants in the next 
six years. Indiana has at least 21 
higher educational institutions 
offering cooperative education 
curricular studies have shown 
that participants are more 
aw are 
of 
specific 
job 
requirements of employers than 
those recruited directly from 
the campus, 
Industry is being urged to 
provide faculty, tools and 
equipment, and production skill 
to technical schools. Each year, 
business spends some $15 billion 
for manpower training and re­ 
education programs for em­ 
ployes, 
M eanwhile, 
the 
General 
Assembly should give serious 
consideraton 
to 
requiring 
courses in family economics 
and free enterprise for high 
school 
graduation. 
Such 
proposals have fallen on deaf 
ears in the past, with bills 
failing to emerge from com­ 
mittees. 
All too many leave school with 
out any knowledge of how to 
write a check, prepare a simple 
family budget or apply for a 
small loan. It is easier to learn 
about Communism in school 
than to study the benefits of free 
enterprise. Profits and cor­ 
porate structure are unknown 
by graduates well versed in 
communial living experiments. 
The few enrolled in such 
program s 
as 
Junior 
Achievement and Explorer 
Scouting have an advantage 
over the average graduate.

Stabler, the man who led the

was named on 16 of the 39 
ballots cast by UPI's panel of 
sports writers, three from each 
conference city.

The only other player to draw 
any real support was Denver 
running back Otis Armstrong, 
the NFL’s leading rusher, who 
drew six votes. 
Stabler is the fourth Oakland 
player to win the UPI award in 
its 15-year history, the most of 
any team, and he is the third 
Raider quarterback in the last

to 
win. 
Daryle 
Lamonica, the man 
Stabler 
displaced as a starter last year, 
won in 1969 and George Blanda 
won in 1970 with his game- 
winning heroics, 
Stabler s selection ends 
a 
two-year hold on the award by 
O J. Simpson, Buffalo’s record- 
setting running back. Simpson, 
a runaway winner last year, 
had only one vote this season. 
The Raiders finished 12-2 and 
were the first team to clinch a 
division 
title.

credit belongs to Stabler. He 
was second in the AFC to 
Anderson in passing and threw 
26 touchdown passes, by far the 
best in the league. The closest 
to him were Joe Namath of the 
New York Jets and Jim Hart of 
St. Louis, each with 20. 
Perhaps his most spectacular 
performance came against Cin­ 
cinnati, when with only 1:36 left 
and no time outs remaining, he 
took Oakland almost the length 
of the field to set up the 
winning TD.

WASHINGTON (U PI) — The 
House and Senate are dead­ 
locked over school busing and it 
may keep the 93rd Congress in 
session longer than this week. 
The lawmakers hope to go 
home for Christm as Friday, but 
strip mining, trade and the vice 
presidential nomination of Nel­ 
son Rockefeller, are among the 
issues that must be decided 
before they leave.

An antibusing amendment to 
this bill by Rep.

That, and the need for the 
athlete to drink water during 
practice and during games, is 
all there is to the nutrition story 
lor the athlete. 


But you wouldn’t know that if 
you were to listen to some 
coaches 
who 
still 
persist, 
•hrough nutritional ignorance, 
in promoting special diet sup­ 
plements and weird practices. 
Such an approach may be ef­ 
fective psychology but it’s lousy 
nutrition. 
A Steak Before Game? 
For instance, let’s talk about 
this business of eating a steak 
‘he day of a game The idea, 
presumably, is to get more 
portein into the athlete for game 
time. The excess is supposed to 
increase strength. 
As expressed in the American 
Medical 
Association’s book 
Comments in Sports Medicine, 
“ The false reasoning does like 
this- 
The 
extra 
protein 
stimulates muscle growth and 
t h e re f o r e 
i nc rea se 
rn u s e I e 
strength. Yet, in fact, it works in 
reverse. The rate of growth 
determines the quantity of 
piotein required.” 
What many coaches 
don’t 
know is that the body’s protein 
supplies are established prior to 
48 hours before game time 
There simply will be no ad 
vantage if excess protein is 
consumed closer to game time 
Anil there could be a disad 
vantage or two. 
How? Well, piotein is not an 
efficent energy source So if you 
‘beef up" on steak you may be 
crowding 
out 
some 
car 
l»ohydrate or fat that would 
serve you better in terms of 


energy for the game. 
It, also- often takes greater 
energy 
in 
your 
body 
to 
metabloize and digest protein in 
your diet. 
A Balanced Diet Needed 
Let’s leave it for today that 
your athlete needs a normal diet 
from (he four food groups at 
calorie levels greater than the 
rest of us. He needs_the variety 
offered 
by 
the 
meat fish 
poultry egg 
group,, the 
mild 
group, vegetables and fruits, 
and breads and cereals. And 
during practice the games he 
should drink all the water he 
wants. He should, in fact, push it 
a little. (Some kids are not 
aware 
that 
they 
may 
be 
becoming dehydrated.) 
And he shouldn't eat with in 
two hours before practice or 
game time. More on this next 
week
